Hello Gettysburg and Adams County: 


As a volunteer from Board No. 2 I will endeavor to give in 
detail some of the many happenings that take place in our busy 
life. 
Twelve inert leit Gettysburg at 11:30 January ll and arrived 
in Harrisburg in due time. We were met by a recruiting officer 
and had dinner (allowed 40c). From there we went to have chest 
X-rays after which we were taken to the armory for a long and 
very exacting examination which lasted tor some eight hours. 
We had supper at 9:30 and at 12:20 Saturday night 118 of us left 
Harrisburg in two special cars for Fort Meade. The group was 
composed of men from Berks county and Adams county. 
We 
arrived in Fort Meade at 4:30 Sunday morning. 
After getting 
our numbers we had breakfast and went to bed till 11:30. How­ 
ever, everyone seemed so tired and excited that by 8:30 I believe 
everyone was up and ready for the next thing to happen. 
We went to dinner which turned out to be chicken, peas, 
mashed potatoes, and ice cream with as many helpings as you 
wished. 
The meals are served cafeteria style and about 800 eat at a 
meal 
Monday we get up at 6:30, Ired breakfast and went for 
our vaccination and a “shot” for typhoid. 
Later in tile week we were uniformed, had our intelligence 
tests and were classified. 
Since then we have drilled, worked 
details and K. P. duty. 
Men are coming in every day and also leaving. Out of our 
lot of 118 only six remain, two of those being from Adams county, 
Miller and myself. 
These men have been sent according to their classification to 
Fort Monroe, Fort Benning Edgewood Arsenal and Belvoir. « 
Tomorrow morning at 6 o’clock 400 men leave for Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas. 
Both Steinberger and Slaybaugh are now in 
Georgia at Fort Benning. I have been here now eight days and 
am the oldest man in the barracks so I have seen quite a few 
come and go. 
Let me say to any of you men who are in doubt about volun­ 
teering, do it now'. You won t regret it, and ifs wonderful train­ 
ing. 
This life is just w’hat you make it and I certainly have 
made a lot of good friends already. It certainly doesn’t take long 
to get acquainted. 
Maybe you would like to know w'hat U. S. furnishes us. We 
get two pairs of trousers, two pairs of shoes, two shirts, two neck­ 
ties, three pairs of underwear, three pairs of socks, one mess kit, 
one razor and five blades, one shaving brush, one raincoat, one 
dog tag, one tooth blush, one cap, one set of brass buttons, one 
overcoat and one dress coat. 
These clothes are all measured 
and fit you good. 
In preparmg to leave I would advise the person to take a 
towel, a toilet set. extra shirt, no hat and clothes that you won t 
mind sticking in a bag and winkling. 
Where I will go and the other men left in our group, I don't 
know. We move on short notice with not much adieu. 
I trust I have wlitten an interesting letter and to my many 
friends in Gettysburg I say goodnight and goodbye. We go to bed 
at 9 o’clock here and I would say we are glad to get there. Letters 
are a lot of joy and I am on the receiving end,

Of the 137 defendants whose cases 
leached the Adams county court on 
charges ranging from manslaughter 
to disorderly conduct, only 30 suc­ 
ceeded in having their cases dis­ 
posed of without a penalty.

veniles. and 15 others sentenced 
after hearings (principally in non­ 
support cases).

New Deal Opponent to 
End 26 Years of 
Service

McReynolds’ notification to the 
I President wus a formal, two-sen­ 
tence letter, it stated his intention 
of w'ithdraw’ing from the court un­ 
der tile law permitting the retire­ 
ment at full pay of $20,000 annually 
of justices over 70 who have served 
IO consecutive years on the supreme 
bench. 
“I have the honor to advise you 
McReynolds wrote, “that on the fir r 
flay of February next I will awn! 
myself of the rights, privilege and 
obligations declared in tile act of 
congress entitled an act to provide 
for retirement of justices of the su­ 
preme court approved 
March 
I, 
1937 * * * and retire from regular 
active service on the bench as an 
associate justice of 
the supreme 
court. 
Considered Action Previously 
"Continuously since 1914, I have 
held a commission as such justice 
and ani now more than 70 years 
old.” 
McReynolds, the senior member 
of the court, disclosed to friends 
that nine years ago upon reaching 
70 he had first contemplated resign­ 
ing, and has at times yielded rather 
reluctantly to the urging of friends 
that he continue to serve. 
Some associates said that he had 
remained on the court in order to 
cast his vote against new deal leg­ 
islation that he considered uncon­ 
stitutional and in the hope that an­ 
other President than Mr. Roosevelt 
would appoint his successor. 
President Roosevelt promptly ac­ 
knowledged receipt of the justice’s 
letter and thus wrote in reply: 
"Dear Mr. Justice: 
"I have the honor to acknowledge 
receipt of your letter of January 
twenty-second advising me of your 
purpose to retire on February I next 
from regular service on the be ne Ii 
tis nn associate justice ol th** Su­ 
preme court. 
"Permit me to congratulate you 
on your lung service and to wish 
you many years of health and hap­ 
piness. 
"Very sincerely yours, 
"Franklin D. Roosevelt "

in the food stam p plan—a m ethod 
of distributing surplus commodities 
co relief families in great abund­ 
ance—may 
ask 
the 
Pennsylvania 
legislature for authority to adopt 
the idea, the departm ent of Public 
Assistance said today. 
State and federal officials put the 
food stam p idea into effect in the 
cities of Pittsburgh, Philadelphia. 
Scranton, Bethlehem and Allentown. 
Legislative Authority Needed 
To make it county-wide however. 
it is necessary for the county to 
obtain authority in the legislature to 
set up the necessary funds, a spokes­ 
man for the departm ent explained. 
Federal and state relief officials 
have given tentative approval to 
the plan for Bucks, N ortham pton, 
Carbon, Lehigh, Monroe, Pike and 
Lackawanna counties. 
Many Counties Considered 
Strides have been taken toward 
adoption of a stam p plan in Forest, 
W arren, McKean. Erie, Crawford, 
Mercer, Lawrence, Venango, C am ­ 
bria, Somerset, Bedford, and Blair 
but have not reached the stage where 
they could be placed before the 
proper authorities for approval. 
Tile Alleghney and Lackaw anna 
officials, the departm ent said, may 
have legislators introduce bills in 
the assembly soon, enabling these 
tw’o counties to set up w hat is known 
as a revolving fund. 
Use of Revolving Fund 
Revolving funds are necessary for 
operation of the food stam p plan. 
They are “revolving" inasm uch as 
they do not dwindle by use. 
The fund is used by a local agency 
—county or city—to buy food stam ps 
from the government. 
The stam ps 
are turned over to the state d ep art­

When Fiske was a figure, minor I 
but active, am ong the Positivists 
he was attractive and som etim es; 
even amusing.

The general reader probably will 
do as I did, wluch Is to skip through I 
the long volume, pick names which 
still have an interest for us of this 
time, and head w hat Fiske wrote I 
about them .
